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Continuation of 13. Other: Examiner notes the amendment to claims 5 and 9 changes the scope of the claim from a method of removing 
heavy metals or radionuclides from an aqueous and/or gaseous solution to a method of removing heavy metals or radionuclides from a 
volatilized gas, therefore the scope of claims 5 and 9 is no longer the same as claims 1 and 5 of US 6,827,859. However, Claim 20 is 
directed to a method of producing an ion exchange material, wherein the use for removing heavy metals or radionuclides from a volatilized 
gas or an aqueous and/or gaseous solution is only an intended use, and therefore the method steps in the body of claim 20 and daim 6 of 
US 6.827,859 are unchanged, and therefore the scope of the two claims is still identical. . 
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
